CANNON BERATES 
NAVY: SUPPORTS 
PENTAGON PLAN

Says ‘Obtuse Admirals 
Never Forget, Never

WASHINGTON, May 6 (UP) 
-eChairman Clarence Cannon 
of the House Appropriations 
Committee said today Congress 
must approve President Eisen- 
hower’s defense reforms to put 
an end to “insane bickering” 
between the armed forces and 
prevent another Pearl Harbor. 

The Missouri Democrat said 
in a House speech that the 


President's plan is a “reason-. 


able, sensible, long-delayed, 
much-needed” overhaul of de- 
fense machirery. 

He directed much of his fire 
at the Navy and “the obstuse 
admirals, who like the Bour- 
bons never forget and never 
learn — never forget how the 
last war was fought and never 
learn how to fight the next 
war.” 

Deliberate Duplication. 

The Navy, he said, “insists 
on constituting itself as an en- 
tire and complete Defense De- 
partment” and has “deliberate- 
ly duplicated facilities of the 
Army and Air Force “at a 
waste of billions of. tax dol- 
lars.” 

Breaking with members of 
the House Armed Services 
Committee who have challeng- 
ed the President's legislation 
as too broad, Cannon charged 
that opponents of the plan 
have employed “every conceiv- 
able species of propaganda 
imaginable.” 

“They say the bill is merely 
reiteration of law already on 
the statute books,” he said. 
“Of course this is not true but 
if it were true, the President 
is convinced it would straighten 
out some of the tangles down 
there in the Pentagon and he 
is a better judge and knows 
more about it than anybody 
else.” 

“Why not listen to him?” 
Cannon asked. 

More Bitter Than Ever. 

Cannon said the Japanese 
attack on Pear! Harbor “would 
not have happened if Congress 
had properly organized the 
armed forces and if the Army 
and Navy had called a truce 
in their perpetual rivalry.” 

Sixteen years later, he said, 
the Army’ and: Navy “are as 
far apart and, if possibi&® ‘more 
bitter in their interservice 
rivalries.” At the same time 
“a greater air disater menaces 
us today” than ever before. 

“It ig high time we put an 
end to this insane bickering 
between the services, and elim- 
inated billions of wastage and 
begin to develop sufficient mili- 
tary strength to keep us out 
of war.” 

Cannon scoffed at fears that 
“the President is intent on es- 
tablishing a dictator—a man on 
horseback.” 

“Can you imagine an official 
dictator in the United States?”. 
he asked. “How silly can they 
get?” 

Cannon’s 48-minute speech 
won a standing ovation from 
the House. 

Cannon's views were directly 
opposed to those of Répresen- 
tative Carl Vinson (Dem.), 
Georgia, chairman of the Armed 
Services Committee, which is 
preparing to rewrite the Ad- 
ministration bill. Vinson has 
expressed fears that the legis- 
lation would confer too much 
authority to the Defense Sec- 
retary. 

McNeil Testifies. 

Meanwhile, at continuing’ 
House committee hearings, the 
Pentagon's top financial officer 
sought to quiet fears that the 
reorganization plan would 
weaken Congress's grip on the 
military purse strings. 

Assistant Defense Secretary 


Wilfred J. McNeil, who is De- | 


fense Department comptroller, 
said he hoped a method “mu- 
tually acceptable” to Congress 
and the President can be 
worked out to give the Defense 
Secretary more flexible control 
over military appropriations. 

The President said in a spe- 


cial message to Congress that 


the Defense Secretary should 
be. empowered to 
-purpose to some other project 
where defense needs required 
it. 


Congressmen Protest.

A 10-megaton Hydrogen 
bomb, the equivalent of 10,000.- 
000 tons of T.N.T., was as- 
sumed to have been exploded 
at Eads bridge this afternoon 
as part of a two-day nation- 
wide Civil Defense test. 

Civil Defense officials here 
said preliminary computation 
indicated casualties in _ St. 
Louis and St. 
would have been in excess of 
200,000 persons. killed’ or 
wounded by the ground level 
éxplosion. Additional caualties 
would have occurred on the 
East Side. 

Simulated exacuation move- 
ments were started here after 
a warning was received of the 


approach of mock enemy air- 
'craft. This was about three 
and a half hours before the 
simulated explosion of the 
bomb. 

The exercise, known as “Op- 
eration Alert 1958," was de- 


signed to test and train civil 
defense staffs from the local to 
the federal level.

Detailed plans had been 
drawn by architects and invita- 
tions to bid were ready for 
submission to contractors at the 
time the decision was made, 
Mohler said. 

The three-story addition, 
which was to include a boiler 
room to serve both the new 
and old buildings, would have 
been on property owned by the 
association on the north side 
of Shaw boulevard just west 
of the present plant. An old 
residence on the site, now 
used as a nurses’ home, was to 
have been razed. 

Membership in the associa- 
tion, which includes also em- 
ploves of the Gulf, Mobile & 
Ohio, Terminal, Illinois Ter- 
minal and Alton & Southern 
railroads, has dropped from 
45,000 to about 40,000 in the 
last three years, Mohler said. 

This drop-off in employment 
was known to the association 
board of managers when plans 
for the addition were initiated 
last June. Members, then, how- 
ever were not as keenly aware 
of its significance as they be- 
came last fall and winter, when 
the recession. deepened the 
plight of the railroads, Mohler 
said. 

There has been no lessening 
in need for the addition, a large 
part of which was to have 
served chronic, aged railroad

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In a letter entitled “Freedom 
for Medicine” Charles Jannings, . 
M.D., Fairfield, Ill., said he is “a 
31-year-old member of the AMA 
old guard” and identified himself 
with 160,000 other members of the 
AMA, who are fighting “creeping 
socialism in medicine.” 

Being a member of the AMA 
myself, I do not relish the infer- 
ence that 160,000 members of the 
AMA are largely old guard fight- 
ers for freedom from government 
control and regulation and for a 
climate of free enterprise. I am 
certain that the AMA is not that 
anachronistic. 


I do not criticize Dr. Jannings 
for being jealous of his patients. 
But we might as well admit that 
we are necessarily sharing our re- 
sponsibility for them and will 
continue to do do. If we refuse 
to face this fact, our patients will 
suffer from well-intentioned but 
unqualified leadership. 


It is up to 160,000 members of 
the AMA to come up with the 
answers that will minimize the 
pain to our patients of adjusting 
medical care to a changing world. 
It will have to be done little by 
little, step by step, question by 
question. A “package deal” solu- 
tion will not work any better in 
medicine than in disarmament. 


We must never lose sight of 
the essential issue: the real (not 
apparent) welfare of the patient.

True, the university is getting land at a 
cost less than what New York City paid for it, 
So are the other participants. It was held, 
however, that this is not a subsidy. Said the 
court, in a unanimous decision: 


Plaintiffs said that because the city ar- 
ranged to sell Jand at a price much below 
what the city paid for it, this necessarily 
amounts to a subsidy or gift. But what the 
‘city bought is not the same as what Fordham 
bought. The city bought land and buildings. 
Fordham bought the same property, but sub- 
ject to its agreement to raze the buildings, 
relocate the tenants and use the cleared land - 
for a collegiate campus and buildings only. 
What Fordham was paying for was the re-use 
value of the land. 


The court conceded that this price may be 
lower than what the university might have 
had to pay had it negotiated directly with the 
individual owners. But the private owners 
are getting from the city the full value of 
the property in its present condition. As for 
the city, it “benefits ‘by the achievement of 
its valid municipal purpose of eliminating a 
slum.” Hence, said the court, “there is no 
substance to the assertion, on which this 
whole suit depends, that Fordham is getting 
a gift, grant or subsidy of public property.” 

As in New York, participation by St. Louis 
University in the Mill Creek Valley project 
will benefit both the university and the city. 
Each will be contributing to the betterment 
of the community. Each will pay a fair price 
for the benefit it derives. So it is to be hoped 
that the St. Louis slum clearance program 
will not be delayed by litigation which, in the 
words of the Court of Appeals, “proceeds on 
an assumption false in fact.” 


The Machine’s Little Joke 


The question-answering machine in the 
United States pavilion at the Brussels world’s 
fair which cracks its own little joke may be 
regarded with either admiration or dismay, 
as one’s temperament dictates. In response to 
visitors who inquire what will happen in 1959, 
it says: “You will be one year older... which 


will also apply to every subsequent year.” 


This is the kind of jest which is dear to the 
heart of the man who has his own little joke 
and repeats it fot only every subsequent year 
but also every subsequent day to his business 
associates, his family circle, and his new ac- 
quaintances. Coming from an adolescent it 
would be called smart-aleck: coming from an 
older person it is known as dry. By whatev 
name it is known, it is a hardy perennial 
among your one-joke gentry, and sometimes 
hardier than its hearers, producing among 
them symptoms of fatigue and acute unrest. 

On its most human terms it is more than a 
little methanical. Iterated and reiterated and 
re-reiterated by a machine (in a choice of 10 
languages) it must be mechanical indeed. 
Plainly if the machine is to have its own little 
joke, we non-machines are going to require 
for our elementary protection that there shall 
be another machine to do the laughing at it. 
Then Machine 12345A, on the left, can say: 
“You will be one year older... which will 
also apply to every subsequent year” and 
Machine 12345B, on the right, can hold its 
brave chromium sides and say “Ha. Ha.” 


Ohio Joins a Parade 

The Ohio primary ought to be of interest in 
Missouri and Illinois for it marks the depar- 
ture of Ohio from the ranks of states which 


vote for Presidents and Governors at the same . 


election. Until this year, Ohio elected Gover- 
nors every two years, which meant that in 
presidential election years, the party which 
carried the state for the White House usually 
swept it for Governor as well. Beginning this 
year Ohio will elect its Governor for four 
years, the elections being set so as to come 
between the presidential election years. Thus 
Ohio joins New York, California, Pennsyl- 
vania and other states whieh have separated 
their elections for President and Governor. 
Some day alert legislators will do as much 
for Missouri and Illinois. 


No to Rapacki. 

In a note which carefully sought to avoid 
offense to Poland, the United States has re- 
jected Foreign Minister Adam Rapacki’s plan 
to bar nuclear weapons from West and East 
Germany, Czechoslovakia and Poland. But we 
hope the State Department has not locked the 
door permanently to a nuclear cordon sani- 
taire. 

The United States mentioned its inspection 
plan covering everything from Great Britain 
to the Urals, deep in the Soviet Union. But 
in saying that there are no adequate devices 
for the detection of nuclear weapons, the 


State Department inadvertently May have — 


argued for a narrower zone for a disarma- 
ment test as an alternative to the risks pre- 
sumably involved in a much vaster scheme. 

Undoubtedly the Polish proposal has short- 
comings. But it is at least debatable whether 
limited nuclear disarmament must be tied in

A Councilman Who Won’t Vote 


This is the season in which the political 
committees in St. Louis county’s 15 townships 
begin to line up the slates they will back in 
the Aug. 5 primary. The Supervisor’s post is 
the top county office at stake. 

One of the three Democratic candidates is 
Councilman James H. J. McNary, who has 
declined to use his vote in the Council to 
break the deadlock on fluoridation. Naturally 
the parents of the thousands of youngsters 
who would benefit by this method of reducing 
dental decay in their children want Mr. Mc- 
Nary to side with them. But however he 
votes, he ought to vote. 

If Mr. McNary is unwilling to exercise his 
franchise as a Councilman, that will hardly 
recommend him for promotion to Supervisor. 
His failure to take a stand on an important 
issue like fluoridation would be exploited for 
all it is worth if he were nominated. The 
Democrats in the townships ought to insist 
that Mr. McNary declare himself before they 
consider slating him for Supervisor. 


Are the Police Paramount? 


A test of the Police Board’s authority over 
the St. Louis municipal treasury is in the 
offing as a by-product of the city’s efforts to 
balance its budget. 

Has the Missouri Legislature clothed the 
Police Board with unlimited power to force 
the city to provide every penny that the board 
asks? This is the issue. Previous city admin- 
istrations, including. Mayor Tucker’s first one, 
have procéeded on the assumption that the 
answer was Yes. Accordingly they have with- 
out question recommended that the Aldermen 
give the police what they have requested. 

This time, howeyer, Mayor Tucker and his 
colleagues on the of Estimate trimmed 
$640,000 from the $15,733,000 police budget 
before passing it on to the Aldermen. The 
Estimate Board acted on the advice of Acting 
City Counselor Dolan—and after the Police 
Board, degpite the city’s financial crisis, de- 
clined to trim its budget. As submitted, it 
ran about $1,200,000 more than the depart- 
ment spent last year. 

Mr. Doyle’s view, based on a 1932 Missouri 
Supreme C@urt decision in a Kansas City case, 
seems to be that the St. Louis police statute 
as it has been interpreted is invalid—that 
even the Legislature lacks authority to grant 
unlimited powers to an administrative body 
like the Police Board. His theory is that 
where the Legislature is specific—for exam- 
ple, in setting out the exact size and salaries 
of the uniformed force—then the city must 
meet the bill; otherwise the city enjoys some 
discretion. 

What the statute really means is a mat- 
ter for decision in the courts, and the sooner 


the Police Board from City Hall political con- 
trol ought certainly to be maintained. But 
does this necessarily mean that the Board is 
‘exempted from the financial limitations which 
_affect all other municipal services?

Light turnouts were forecast 
for Ohio and Indiana, but a 
heavy vote was expected in 
Alabama where 14 candidates 
sought the Democratic nomina- 
tion—equivalent to election— 
for Governor. School segrega- 
tion was a major issue. 

Each of the Alabama aspir- 
ants advocated a continuation 
of segregation but they dif- 
fered in degree. Some ad- 
vocated closing schools threat- 
ened with integration, while 
others promised to fight to 
keep them open on a separate- 
but-equal basis. 

In Ohio, seven candidates 
vied for the Democratic nomi- 
nation for Governor.

| NEW YORK, May 6 (UP). * 
SID CAESAR HAS BECOME the sacred cow of the 

TV business. Almost everyone mentions him nowadays in 

the hushed tones usually reserved for Albert Schweitzer, 
Stan Musial, science and motherhood. His fans tend to 
view him uncriti¢ally. He 
can do no wrong. = * 

However, I think that 
Caesar fans (and I count 
myself among them) 
should face up to some 
thing unforgettable: His 
half-hour show on ABC- 
TV this season has been 
a disappointment. 

I don't mean to say 
that the Caesar show has 
been a flop. There have 
been moments this sea- 
son when Caesar and his 
company have turned out 
inspired bits. His spoof of 
the death of a bullfighter 
was high art. I enjoyed, 
too, two or three of his 
courtship sketches with 
Imogene. Coca and such 
mime routines as the one 
based on a performing 
seal and another based 
on a crazy Bavarian clock. ' 

But as the Caesar show draws toward the end of its 
season (it expires on May 25 and its sponsor is pulling out), 
I find that it has failed to enchant me as it has in past 
seasons. I don't palpitate with anticipation for its weekly 
arrival as I did when it was cutting elegant capers on 
NBC-TV.

Sunday night’s Caesar show was a fairly 
typical example of his product this semester. There 
were two sketches — one about Imogene Coca’s 
efforts te entertain Caesar's boss with wine cook- 
ery, the other a military-type routine done in 
mock German with Howie Morris as Caesar's 
flunky. 


The first was funny in spots, but it lacked something 
essential; It failed to build. Miss Coca brought in the 
hors d'oeuvres, grapefruit, soup, the main course and 
dessert, all laced with alcohol, but the sketch did not get 
funnier and.funnier as everyone got drunker and drunker. 
Instead, the sketch reached a plateau of mild funniness 
t its opening and then just remained at that level. There 
were no complications, no secondary themes, just a single- 
plunking on the same string. 

The military sketch was tedious. It had as its reason 
for being only its snapper — it turned out the military 

Caesar was a doorman. 

That second sketch set me to thinking (yes, Virginia, 
TV reviewers do sometimes) about the other phony 
language routines that Caesar often resorts to. It has 
been said that most viewers don't appreciate Caesar's take- 
offs of German, French and/Japanese movies because they 
don't see many foreign language films. 


But I think the reason goes deeper. The fact 
is that for the most part, all of Caesar's foreign 
language take-offs amount to a single joke: The 
insertion of familiar American phrases into the 
texture of foreign sounds. One joke tan be awfully 
wearing when its repeated several dozen times over 
10 minutes.

. A thow like Sunday night's makes me suspect that 
‘there is mo one in his entourage who tells off Caesar, who 
‘looks at. fii product.and tells him quite bluntly that he 
‘is off-target. Someone, for example, should tel] him that 
‘his German professor with the funny hat bit has become 
a bore, as have his extended saxophone solos everytime he 
spoofs bop musicians. 


SOMEONE ALSO should tell him that he fs “on” so 
much himself that he largely has wasted the immense 
talents of his sidekicks, Carl Reiner and Miss Coca. 

Caesar and Miss Coca are going to London this 
summer to perform for British viewers. No plans have 
been announced for next season, but there are reports 
he may do a non-weekly hour show. I hope the reports 
are true. There is no one quite like Caesar on TV and 
given the freedom of a larger showcase and the restraint 
imposed by some critical minds within his own company, 
he onoe again could become the giant of TV.

“When I'm somewhere, f go 
as one of the public, get a seat, 
walk in, and as soon as it 
starts, I begin to feel how it 
projects to me. If I don't get 
tired and bored, I don't wait 
for the intermission, I don't 
go looking for the exit, if the 
whole thing grows on me, 
that’s evidence of a success, if 
I sit through and I'm not 
tired.” 

Hurok, 70 years old, is a 
white-haired, well-dressed and 
well-fed man who loves a 
party almost as well as a pér- 
formance. He always loved the 
musical arts. 

“To be born in Russie,” he 
has written, “is to be born 
singing.” He was born in the 
town of Polgar in the Russian 
Ukraine, and by the time he 
was eight years old, he had 
learned to play the balalaika, 
if not well, certainly enthu- 
siastically. 

“I was the worst balalaika 
player in Russia,” he said. 

By the time he was 14, he 
had become a shrewd buyer 
for his. father’s retail hard- 
ware business, traveled to 
other cities and saw as many 
artists as he could. Then his 
father sent him to Kharkov to 
learn the hardware business in 
the big city. But young Hurok 
had more ambitious plans. 


He got himself smuggled 
into Germany and on to the 
United States. He arrived in 
New York in 1905, a 17-year- 
old immigrant with just three 
rubles in his tattered pu 
He prompted exchanged the 
rubles for $1.50, borrowed an 
additional $1.25 from the rela- 
tive of a Polgar friend, and 
went to Philadelphia. 

He peddled notions, washed 
soda bottles, bundled news- 
papers and worked his way 
through a succession of 17 odd

shop. In five months, he re- 
turned to New York, got a sty 
with a hardware wholesaler, 
and enrolled in night school 
to improve his English. The 
young immigrant was on his 
way. 

Today, Hurok is known as 
one of the last of the great 
impresarios. The word stems 
from the Italian “impresa,” 
meaning ent®rprise, and that 
is a quality he showed from 
the very beginning. 


Living in Brownsville, the 
Brooklyn home of immigrant 
intellectuals, he helped orga- 
nize benefit concerts in a cam- 
paign that sent a Socialist to 
the state assembly. He per- 
suaded the young Russian vi- 
olinist Efrem Zimbalist, then 
creating a sensation in the 
United States, to lay at 
Brownsville’s new Paim Gar- 
den for the benefit of the 
party. 

The fast-talking young im- 
presario then persuaded Zim- 
balist to play at Carnegie Hall, 
and scored an artistic and com- 
mercial success. He organized 
a series of other concerts, in- 
cluding some that were cata- 
strophic—‘“half the artists fail- 
ed to appear, and the public 
did not come at all.” 

Meanwhile, on the first signs 
of success, he had been writing 
the giant Russian basso, Feo- 
dor Ivanovich Chaliapin, ask-

Suggestions 
On Mixing 
Concrete 
By Hubbard Cobb 


IF YOU were going to build 
a concrete dam across the 


gravel. This mixture, with 
enough clean water added to 
make it plastic, is good for just 
about every small concrete 
project you are likely to én- 
counter, 

Concrete can be mixed in a 
metal wheelbarrow, on a con- 
crete garage floor or on a plat- 
form made out of tongue 


Portland-cement. Mix these 
two until you have a uniform 
color. After this, add the gravel 
and when this has been well 
mixed in with the sand and 
cement, add the water. 

The amount of water re- 
quired for each batch of con- 
crete will depend somewhat on 
the amount of moisture in the 
sand and gravel before they 
are mixed. Good concrete 
should be about the same con- 
sistency as mush. It should 
not be so wet that it runs 
but at the same time you sbould 
be able to take up a handful, 
make it into a ball and have 
the ball hold its shape. 

Hand mixing concrete is 
hard work. If you have a large 
project such as putting down 
a driveway or walk where sev- 
eral cubic yards of concrete 
are required you'll do better 
if you rent a power mixer for 
a day or purchase transit mixed 
concrete. 

A good solution for those 
who have small projects but 
still don’t want to mix by hand 
is to use gravel mix packaged 
concrete. This material only 
needs the addition of water.

Ever since then 
it has been a combination of all of these awful habits. At 
times almost none—at others, almost continuously. 


I have taken her te another doctor who gave 
her some medicine but it made her too sleepy. 
I have spoken to her last two teachers and they 
have tried to determine the cause. We have tried 
to find the reason in our own heme life. My 
daughter is an average student. She is the second 
of four children and loves doing things for others. 
She is very kindhearted and sensitive. She is quite 
short for her age and is chubby and hag a fine 
appetite. 


What would you do if she were your child? Sincerely, 
Mrs. V. C.

For Bikini Victims:

Ninth Installment. 
THE FIRST NATIONAL HOSPITAL, to which 16 of the 
crewmen were transferred, is located in a residential area of 
Tokyo about 10 minutes by taxi away from the Imperial Palace. 


Hundreds of curious and 
sympathetic Japanese gathered 
in front of the austere hospital 
and gazed up at the third floor, 
where the crewmen were being 
treated. They waited for new 
medical bulletins or any news 
to leak out from a passing doc- 
tor. A smaller group of cit- 
izens gathered at the Universi- 
ty Hospital where the remain- 
ing sailors were hospitalized, 
for their room was not visible 
from the outside. 

When the sailors, or the “Bi- 
kini victims” as the newspapers 
spoke of them, arrived at the 
hospitals, they spent most of 
Sunday resting from their air 
trip. Mostly, they were tired 
because of the mental strain 
they had been under, for the 
fear had lingered that the 
United States aircraft might 
fly them to America or to 
some island where they would 
become guinea pigs. 

The day after their arrival 
at the First National Hospital, 
the fishermen were carefully 
examined. Blood samples were 
taken and the men were again 
inspected with a Geiger count- 
er. Fingernails were found to 
be the most contaminated parts 
of their bodies, with several 
of the nail clippings register- 
ing more than 150 counts per 
minute. 

Radioman Aijikichi Kuboya- 
ma’s sandals were contamin- 
ated, as were Capt. Hisakichi 
Tsutsui’s shoes and socks. Re- 
peated shaving and washing 
had reduced the radioactivity 
around the men’s heads to a 
very low and far from dan- 
gerous point. The crewmen 
were now no longer exposed 
to skin contamination, although 
it was still not clear how much 
internal] deposition of such ma- 
terial there might be within 
their bodies. 

One delight for the bed- 
bound sailors was the television 
sets in their rooms. Quite oft- 
en they found they were in 
the telecasts, and just as often 
they were alarmed by reports 
of their condition. Newspapers 
put out even more alarming 
storfes. Even if they escaped 
death, the stories said, the men 
would be maimed for life. 
This obviously made a deep 
impression on the simple men 
from Yaizu, and it took much 
reassurance from the doctors 
to persuade them that they 
would live. 


TV news programs and 
newspapers brought word to 
the hospitalized men about 
developments in the United 
States. The March 31 press 
conference of the AEC chief 
was widely reported in Ja- 
pan. News reperts and com- 
ments on it angered many 
Japanese, who interpreted 
the AEC statement as mean- 
ing that the Lucky Dragon 
was within the “danger zone” 
—implying that the boat was 
in forbidden waters. Further- 
more, the remarks about 
“chemical activity” being re- 
sponsible for the skin lesions 
seemed an insult te Japanese 
scientists who had carefully 
measured the contamination 
of the fishermen. The “all 
is well” platitudes about the 
health ef those exposed to 
radioactive fall-out also irked 
the Japanese doctors, who 
were becoming daily more 
worried about the blood con- 
dition of their patients. Fi- 
nally, the fishermen were 
shocked by the inference that 
they had been spying on 
American bomb tests. 


The crewmen discussed these 
things among themselves, be- 
coming more indignant as news 
commentators became more el- 
oquent abeut the shabby way 
they had been treated. Grieved 
by the fact that no high Amer- 
ican official had showed up at 
the hospital to tender the re- 
grets and sympathy of the Gov- 
ernment, the sailors muttered 
to themselves. 

Part of this growing feeling 
of hostility to America insinu- 
ated itself into the attitude 
of the Japanese doctors. In 
addition, there was difficulty 
within the Japanese bureaucra- 
cy; wires of protocol got crossed 


themselves ensnared in contro- 


to give assistance and consul- 
tation te the fishermen; they 
also needed to observe their 
condition in order to substanti- 


medical advice, 
and the oth- 
er led to 
an unfortunate situation. 

On the one hand there wes 
the official American view that 
the crewmen would recover 
within a month. On the other 
hand was the fact that United 
States doctors were denied the 
right to make an adequate ex- 
amination of the sick men. 
Lacking such access to the 
facts, it seems highly 
optimistic predictions about the 
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to which the men had been 
subjected, and without specific 
knowledge of the exposure it 
was premature to assume that 
all the men would recover 
quickly. Perhaps the best in- 
dex to the severity of the in- 
jury was to be found in the 
examination of the blood cells. 
The inconsistency between the 
official and unofficial attitudes 
is obvious. 


It is a characteristic of radia- 
tion damage that the white 
blood cells are not immediate- 
ly affected. It may take sev- 
eral weeks before the leucocyte 
(white cell) count becomes se- 
verely depressed following 
acute exposure to radiation. 
This phenomenon was well 
known to the Japanese because 
of Hiroshima and Nagasaki. 
The normal leucocyte count 
is from 5000 to 9000 cells per 
cubic millimeter, although this 
is subject to considerable vari- 
ation. In the case of the Yaizu 
fishermen the levels dropped 
below 4000 and five dipped to 
below 2000. Two extreme cases 
showed counts of 800 and 1000 
within four to six weeks after 
the accident. 

Since the leucocytes or white 
blood corpuscles serve to com- 
bat infection within the body 
by acting as scavengers which 
penetrate into cells and move 
back into the blood stream 
(leucocytes which die in re- 
sisting infection from pus in 
the tissue), depression of the 
leucocyte count makes the body 
less resistant to infection. Jap- 
anese doctors administered 
penicillin and other antibiotics 
to bolster the men’s defenses 
against infection. 

Patients exhibited marked 
decreases in the number of red 
blood cells (erythrocytes), 
with values dropping below 
4,000,000 per cubic millimeter. 
This anemia was relieved by 
repeated blood transfusions 
during the early phase of treat- 
ment. Plasma was adminis- 
tered to some of the injured 
crewmen after whole blood 
transfusions were stopped. 

Blood platelets constitute the 
smallest corpuscles in the blood 
and are important in blood 
clotting. The normal number 
of blood platelets per cubic 
millimeter is from 200,000 to 
900,000. In the case of some 
Bikini patients the number of 
platelets fell to the 10,000 to 
20,000 level so that prolonged 
clotting times were observed 
along with a slight hemor- 
rhagic tendency. 

Japanese blood specialists 
were paying particular atten- 
tion to the cells in the bone 
marrow of their patients, and 
frequently examined this by 
sternal puncture or samples 
from the hipbone or backbone. 
Normally, bone marrow has 
about 150,000 cells per cubic 
millimeter. During the criti- 
cal phase of the radiation ill- 
ness, the patients exhibited as 
few as 10,000. 

Sexual cells are extremely 
sensitive to the effects of ra- 
diation, but these too show 
delayed response. Overexpo- 
sure of males to radiation re- 
sults in a decrease of the num- 
ber of spermatozoa, the tad- 
pole-like element of the semen 
which is capable of fertilizing 
an ovum. About 1-500th of an 
inch in length, the sperm cell 
is characterized by a broad 
head and a tail which serves 
to propel the organism. Nature 
endows man with a prodigious 
number of sperm per cubic 
millimeter, amounting to a 
number between 50,000 and 
100,000. The sperm counts on 
the Bikini fishermen decreased 
during April and by May they 
dropped precipitously until 
they hit rock bottom. Either 
no sperm were found in the 
semen or the number was in 
the low hundreds; this meant 
that the men were completely 
sterile. 

As their physical condition 
declined, the fishermen became 
more and more worried and 
made every attempt to obey 
the doctors’ orders. They were 
cheered up by the visits of rel- 
atives and also by the flood of 
sympathetic letters from house- 
wives, university students, pro- 
fessional men, and office work- 
ers—but most of all the bache- 
lors had their spirits raised 
by letters Arom young, mar- 
riageable girls. 

The men needed cheering, 
for after a month of hospitali- 
zation they felt the full im- 
pact of illness. They 
suffered from extreme fatigue, 
and a few found

were buoyed by the attention 
one of their nurses paid to a 
fellow crewman. Mariko Sato, 
& round-cheeked young girl, 
plump by Japanese standards, 
attracted Sanjiro Masuda’s in- 
terest the first day he saw her. 
It wasn't quite love at first 
sight, but Masuda’s enchant- 
ment with his nurse was so 
ebvious to his roommates that 
they were soon kidding him 
about the romance. Poor Ma- 
suda,.who had been so proud 
of his thick, lustrous hair, 
hardly looked the part of a 
beau with his bald pate. But 
then his companions were in 
the same boat. Two-thirds of 
the crew suffered from sp@n- 
taneous loss of hair. Almost 
all their hair had come off 
after the first few weeks of 
hospitalization. But except for 
two crewmen who had their 
eyebrows shaved off, all the 
others retained their eyebrows. 


Most hospital patients are 
kept pretty much in the dark 
about their condition unless 
they are favored with an un- 
usually candid physician. The 
patient-doctor relationship in 
Japan is much less intimate 
than in the United States, so 
the Bikini patients were not 
fully informed directly. Re- 
porters assigned to the Lucky 
Dragon story were constantly 
badgering the attending doc- 
tors, scientists and hospital au- 
thecrities to get a new item of 
information. Once obtained, 
the news was rushed into print 
and often reached the seamen 
by television report. An inter- 
view with an attending doctor 


appeared in the newspaper 
with the headline: ‘Doctor 
Says H-sick May Not Work 
Again.” 


The news was scarcely cal- 
culated to give the men peace 
of mind when one warm spring 
night, a newspaper announced: 
“All 23 Bikini blast-affected 
crewmen of the No. 5 Fukuryu 
Maru still are in serious con- 
dition despite recent press re- 
ports to the contrary, Japa- 
nese doctors declared today. 
They said that although they 
have done all they could for 
the H-bomb dusted fishermen, 
their condition has shown no 
sign of improvement.” 


Detailed data were given

on their blood counts and bone- 
marrow conditions, concluding: 
“Means used to check the 
worsening of the patients’ con- 
dition were blood transfer, pen- 
icillin, streptomycin and other 
antibiotic injections, and the 
use of hematopoietics. De- 
spite such treatment, their leu- 
cocytes have decreased and 
some of the patients still suf- 
fer from a serious shortage of 
leucocytes. If their bone-mar- 
row cells remain in as bad con- 
dition as they are, the ‘most 
serious situation’ may develop.” 


Referring to “acute pan- 
myelophthisis,” which is 
acute wasting away of the 
bone marrow, the article 
added: “It would mean death 
in the long run.” 


This grim conclusion was 
qualified by the statement that 
if the disease were caused by 
unrecognized factors it would 
mean death, but that since it 
was of known radioactive ori- 
gin, there might be hope. Pur- 
porting to represent an open 
letter to United States doctors 
from the Japanese doctors, the 
article charged: ““‘We have fre- 
quently called on the United 
States doctors concerned to 
give advice on treatment of the 
affected fishermen, but have 
received no reply as yet.” 


Actually, the news report 
represented an advance look at 
a medical bulletin issued by 
the Atomic Bomb Injuries In- 
vestigation Committee, some- 
what embellished by the re- 
porter. The actual report is- 
sued by the committee con- 
tained none of the rocks the 


correspondent hurled at the 
United States. 
The fact remains that the 


Japanese doctors had experi- 
ences with radiation injury. 
The hitherto unknown skin 
lesions healed fairly readily. 


With regard to the matter 
of internal contamination, Mer- 
ril Eisenbud furnished data to 
the Japanese which showed 
that retention of radioactive 
substances by the fishermen 
was not alarming. This meant 
that the most important fac- 
tor involved in the injury to 
the seamen was the over-all 
irradiation by the radioactive 
ash which had coated the decks 
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of the Lucky Dragon and the 
men themselves. This type of 
irradiation was much the same 
as that which occurred at Hiro- 
shima and Nagasaki. Japanese 
doctors were tus In as. good 
a position to treat the Yaizu 
fishermen as were their Ameri- 
can counterparts. 

The United States made 
available antibiotics, and would 
never have hesitated one mo- 
nent to supply anything which 
the Japanese doctors requested. 
But there were two things the 
Americans did not supply. One 
was adequate knowledge to 
treat the effects of radiation— 
this was beyond anyone's 
power—and the other was the 
answer to the riddie of the 
ashes—which was within United 
States power to supply but 
which came within the dark 
shadow of “national security.” 

Outside the hospital win- 
dows, the patients witnessed 
another resurgence of nature 
as springtime blossomed 
through Japan, bringing new 
hope and new promise. 


The patients were distinc- 
ly encouraged by the heal- 
ing of the skin lesions and 
some of them took heart 
from the regrowth of body 
hair. This was a good sign, 
for with very large near- 
lethal doses of radiation 
there may be permanent im- 
pairmient of hair growth 
Then, too, blood  transfu- 
sions had tapered off and 
the fishermen began to feel 
somewhat better. 


It looked as though the men 
had gone through the low point 
and were now on the upswing. 
To be sure, it was still too 
early to be very confident that 
all was well and the signs of 
jaundice showing up in most 
of the patients were ominous, 


but over-all the _— situation 
looked hopeful toward the end 
of May. 


All Japan breathed a little 
easier, too, because the United

A Child’s Operation 


TONSILS, are ul and belong where they are, in 
the throat, unlessthey, are diseased. If that is so, they 
make a lot of trouble for the child. He seems to“ have 
cold after cold, a sore throat that lays him up time after 
time. By and by the doctor says, “He should have these 
taken out. He will have this trouble as long as they stay 
in. The sooner they are out the better.” 


This means an operation, of course. It is a 
simple one compared to others, but an operation 
nonetheless. There is nothing to be afraid of so 
long as the doctor in charge advises the removal 
of them, but the child should be taken to the hos- 
pital and the operation done there. 


Once this is decided upon the child must be told about 
it, given the reason for it and told what it will do for him. 
He won't have that bad sore throat ahy more, nor all those 
colds that kept him in bed when the other boys were out 
playing. 

He is to be told about the hospital, how things look 
there, about the white coats and uniforms, the ther- 
mometers, the little carriage that takes him to the operat- 
ing room, what happens there, how he goes to sleep and 
wakes up to find his throat a bit sore. His mother will 
be sitting by the bed when he goes back and will stay with 
him as long as he needs her. 


It is a mistake te cheat about this in an at- 
tempt to avoid frightening the child. When 
that is done he is really frightened and will resist 
with all his might. When he is prepared in ad- 
vance he may be worried and in need of assur- 
ance but he will not have lost faith in lis mother 
and his doctor and feel he has been abandoned 
te some terrible fate. It is cruel to deceive a 
child under these conditions. Tell him the truth 
and he will stand up to it in much better spirit. 


Don’t talk about this before him. Settle all the details 
beyond his sight or hearing. About two days before the 
event tell him what is going to happen.. That will be time 
enough for- him to become used to the idea and not long 
enough for him to do too much worrying.

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Just: Sitting --a Space Travel Problem

it’s possible to understand some 
of the minor difficulties facing 
space travelers. 

They are minor only by com- 
parison with the vastness of 
more widely discussed prob- 
lems—weightlessness, for ex- 
ample. By any other standard, 
colossal boredom could hardly 
be called “minor.” 

Before you get comfortable 
in your easy chair, arrange 
food and drink at your elbow, 
books and magazines within 
easy reach and, oh yes, turn 


on the TV to your favorite . 


programs. 


Now use some imagination. 
Settle yourself in the chair. 
Forget all about the shock of 
acceleration connected with 
getting you into space. Just 
imagine you are well on your 
way. 


Now think of the Air 
Force’s Donald Farrell, who 
was sealed into a capsule for 
this kind of experiment. He 
was perfectly comfortable, 
just as you are, but (and 
this is a big but) he couldn’t 
leave the easy chair. How 
many hours could you re- 
main in that chair? Farrell 
was in his for a week. 


The Farrell experiment 
wasn’t a joke. It was a bril- 
liant experiment designed to 
test the physiological and psy- 
chological reactions of a man 
in a confined environment. 


With the limited experience 
in building space vehicles we 
now possess it’s possible the 
first manned spacé ship will 
be so small and crowded with 
mechanisms that Farrell's cap- 
sule will approximate the size 
of the crew compartment. 


Assume, then, that you 
could hold out in the easy chair 
for a week. The first prob- 
lem facing you would be to 

lan for a schedule for sleep- 
ng, eating and just passing 
the time. 


Could you read and look at 
television for eight hours? And 
would it be easy for you to 
sleep eight hours? What would 
you do during the remaining 
eight hours? 

Obviously the very act of ex- 
isting under these conditions 
presents problems. Space 
flight, even with the major 
problems of propulsion solved, 
begins to look tedious and 
grim. 


Now you start to appreci- 
ate why old-fashioned work 
is a splendid way to relieve 
montony. The very necessi- 
ty of pressing buttons at cer- 
tain times, taking observa- 
tions, performing other func- 
tions and relaying all the in- 
formation back to earth not 
only serves science; it is in- 
dispensable te morale, 


It’s safe to say that as space 
vehicles become larger, and 
men spend longer periods 


of 
. time in them, this dual role of 
re 


scientifie chores will be mo 
appreciated. 


Farrell was the pioneer in a 


more significant. 
human engineering. 


Needed are experts who éan 
design experiments and tests 
which will tell us how a human 
being can sit still for extended 
periods in a confined area; how 
he can schedule his time to 
‘best advantage; how he can es- 
cape boredom. 


Farrell won't be the last 
gainea pig. Other experiments 
are in progress to determine, 
for example, whether four 
hours of sleep and four of 
work (or play), as practiced 
aboard ship, make a better 24- 
hour cycle than eight of sleep 
and eight of work—or any 
other combination. 


Farrell’s experiment solved 
such prdblems as how to eat 
and dispose of wastes. There 
may be better ways but only 
experiments will uncover 
them. He was given a light 

cture to erect above his 
chair so he could sling a 
_ mattress on it for a bed. 
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VARIETY OF SCIENTIFIC CHORES, THE MORALE PROBLEMS WILL 
BE LESSENED CONSIDERABLY.

POPLARS are popular with 
beavers. These gnawing ani- 
mals seem to like poplar trees 
better than any other kind. 

It would be a mistake, how- 
— ever, to suppose that they lim- 
it themselves to poplars. They 
also cut down willows, cotton- 
woods, maples, alders and sev- 
eral other kinds of 4rees. 

@. How large are the trees 
which are felled by beavers? 

A. They range from saplings 
to trees with trunks which are 
two feet thick, or even more 
Now and then they topple a 
tree which ts 60 pr. 70 feet tall. 
To cut down a large tree is 
a long, hard task. may re- 
quire hard work for a pair of 
beavers during three or four 
nights, 

In general the trunks have a 
diameter from two to eight 
inches. beaver may cut 
through a four-inch trunk in 
half an hour. 

When a good-sized tree is 
YA tackled, other beavers in the 
area are ready for the alarm. 
The ones working on the tree 
listen for a groaning sound. 
When they hear it, they rush 
for safety. Usually they plunge 
into the nearby stream or pond 
and wait for the crash. The 
cutters warn the others by slap-

Q. Do beavers always know 
which way a tree will fall? 

A. Not always. If there is a 
strong slant of the tree, they 
seem to know which way it 
will fall.

Q. How ate they able to bite 
through the wood? 

A. Each beaver is armed with 
two large, strong teeth at the 
end of the upper jaw, and with 
another pair at the end of the 
lower jaw.
